London, Nov. 4.—In one of the worst gales ever known in the 


Irish Sea the British steamer Coimemara with passengers and a 
cargo of cattle from Greenore, Ireland, for Holyhead, Wales, col- 
lided last night just outside the Carlinffford Bar with the British 
steamship Eetriever, laden with coal. Both vessels sank immedi- 
ately with an estimated loss of life of about 100. 


Of the fifty passengers and crew of 31 aboard the Connemara 


there is only one survivor. It is virtually certain there were no 
Americans on board. The entire crew of the Ketriever was lost. 
Many bodies are being washed ashore on the Irish coast. Numbers 
of cattle also are being washed up, some alive. 


The weather was so rough that it would have been impossible 


to launch.any boats, even had time permitted.

• faterestinE to note the many violent efforts that are being made by 


the Campaign Managers of Mr. Hughes to get the laboring, miui to 
forget that he a and has been the friend of the favored few and 
the enemy of organized labor. These people are making many futile 
efforts by distorting and misquoting facts, to make Mr. Hughes look 
like that which he is not. 


For the benefit of those who may be interested in the record of 


Governor Hughes on labor legislation, I wish to say that Mr. Thos 
E. Ryan, Chairman of the New York State Legislative Board, repre- 
senting the B. of L. F. and E., describes Governor Hughes as being 
f, ZEALOUS friend of the Railroad Corporations and opposed to any 
legislation to regulate conditions on their lines, and further describes 
him as the "Little Brother of the Rich" and refers us to the follow- 
ing legislation that met its death as a result of the persistent use of 
the Governor's veto pen: A Full Crew BUI, A Vestibule Bill, which 
was designed to protect employes from exposure. An Anti-Strike- 
breaker and Anti-thug Bill. The Coney Island five-cent street car 
fare bill, which was designed to permit the laboring people of New 
York City to get out for recreation at rates they could afford. 


Later Governor Hughes vetoed a revised Vestibule Bill, for the 


protection of employes; yet his campaign managers have the effron- 
tery to say to the laboring people that his record as governor is un- 
assailable. 
President Wilson had the honor of serving as the Chief 


Executive of the State of New Jersey and as such no one has dared 
to accuse him of making an unfavorable move toward organized In- 
bor, during the time he has served as president of this nation, his 
friendliness toward the man who toils shines like a, beacon light in 
the darkness, and is without a parallel in this or any other coun- 
try. The unscrupulous critics of Mr. Wilson, have, they claim, suc- 
ceeded in finding that at some time in his life, either as private citi- 
zen, or school-teacher, that he said something that they think should 
be construed to'mean that he was unfriendly to labor. Certainly if 
this is all they can bring out they should be ashamed to mention it, 


because the laboring people are not interested1 in the sentiments en- 
tertained by Mr. Hughes, or Mr. Wilson, toward labor as private 
citizens, but are interested in their sentiments as public servants and 
presidential candidates. 


A great deal of stress is being laid on the short-comings of the 


Adamson Eight Hour law, and it is most remarkable that politicians 
Backed by the favored few and Wall Street, would spend so much 
time and money trying to convince the Train Service Employes, that 
have not got what they want, but have a law that" will reduce wages 
and totally destroy our organizations, then in the same breath tell 
the farmer and shipper that he is going to be thrown into bank- 
ruptcy be'cause of the increased rates that the Railways will have 
to charge to meet the exorbitant salaries that the employes will 
draw as a result of this same law. Now, Mr. Politician, the railroad 
employes are not being misled as to the purpose of this attack on 
the Eight Hour Law, because it is very clear to them why unscrupu- 
lous politicians are taking such a hand in the education of these men 
at this time, they realize that this is a cleverly devised method adopt- 
ed by the managers of Mr. Hughes's campaign to try to win some 
of the labor votes, which he had no idea that he would need when 
he made his assault upon the Eight Hour Law, the President and our 
organizations. 


The attack upon the efficiency of the Adamson Eight Hour Law, 


by these people, is made with view of prejudicing the men against 
the agency that gave it to them and not for the purpose of extend- 
ing- sympathy or assistance to railroad employes. It is a campaign 
policy to try to make these men feel dissatisfied with this law until 
after the election, because it •• has been decided that if they can dis- 
credit this law they can break the tie that binds the train service 
employes to President Wilson, and in as much as the election comes 
off before the law takes effect they are at liberty to make any violent 
assertions that the men will listen to, but fortunately these men are 
capable of doing a little thinking themselves. 


No one seems exercised over this law at this time, except the 


campaign managers of Mr. Hughes; the Railway employes affected 
seem to be happy and they feel inclined to say to Mr. Politician, that 


if this law suits us why should you worry, because it is not customary 
for the interest that he represents to come around and try to prevent 


• organized labor from committing suicide, or falling in fire, they are 
more inclined to give it a little push in that direction. When the 
man who earns his daily bread by the sweat of his brow, takes into 
consideration the many things that has come to him and to society 
as a result of the wisdom, unselfishness and statesmanship of Presi- 
dent Wilson, his path of duty on .the 7th day of November appears 
very clear to W™, because they realize that they owe no duty to<any 
party that will justify them in imperiling the best interest of or- 
ganized labor and the peace and prosperity that they now enjoy. The 
Adamson Eight Hour Law, is by no means the only law that the lab- 
oring people have to thank Mr. Wilson, and his administration for.

Then they have 
the Clayton Act, which compels Federal Judges to regard workers 
as human beings and not as a commodity at the behest of the-"Big 
Business." They also have the Child Labor Law, which I am sure 
meets with the hearty approval and appreciation 
of the laboring 


world. Last I will mention the Eight Hour Law for women in the 
District of Columbia, which should furnish a wholesome inspiration 
for the enactment of similar laws throughout the state. With all of 
these things present in the minds of the laboring people, there is 
no reasonable excuse that they can offer themselves or organized labor 
and society for declining to support our friend and President, Mr. 
Wilson, unless they should elect to say that they are so distressingly 
partisan that they are willing to sacrifice everything unconditionally 
on a political altar, but considering the intelligence of the Train Serv- 
ice Employes I am constrained to believe that cases of such unswerv- 
ing devotion to party affiliation and disloyalty to the best interests 
of organized labor will be very rare.

There is no factory and no institution that can possibly give any 
care equal to a mother's care.

A WISE WORKMEN'S COMPENSATION LAW, providing compensa- 


tion to those injured while in the service of the government, which measure 
will lead to "safety 
first."

which will go into effect very soon, and which hu taken the tariff out of poli- 
tics and placed it in the hands of a commission of different parties, 90 that 
tariffs can be altered as conditions change. 


THE GOOD ROADS LAW, which provides $75,000,000 for improving 


highways throughout the United States under adequate safeguards, 
which 


will facilitate transportation. This will help the country feed the city. 


The fanner will be greatly benefitted by not being compelled to waste his 


energies on bad roads. Fruits and vegetables today *i* rotting on the farms 
from lack of good roads. 


THE INCOME TAX LAW AND THE INHERITANCE TAX LAW, 


which readjust the burdens of taxation,

FORMER GOVERNOR 
OUTLINES POSITION 


ON STATE ISSUES 


During the present campaign, 


former Governor Cox, who has 
been giving every day of Ma time 
to the State Committee, speaking 
in behalf of ' Prerdent 
Wilson, 


Senator Pomerene, and the State 
and local candidates, has found it 
impossible to reach forty-thrco 
counties in the. State. Among 
them in Scioto county. 


Appreciative of the fact that 


the many readers, o£ this paper 
and the friends of Governor Cos 
in the county would be disappoint- 
ed without a message from him, 
we linve arranged to have him 
make this address through the 
mediums of these columns. 


"I am thankful for the interest 


which has been shown in my can- 
didacy by the people of this com- 
munity- I appreciate the support 
lhat has been given me here in the 
past, and I am thankful for the 
assistance 1 know will be given 
here to my candidacy this year. 
It is a source of regret with me 
that time and physical conditions 
have mnde it impossible for me to 
visit Sci 'to county. 


"Long before the beginning of 


the actual campaign I had served 
notice upon the State Committee 
that I would be at its service at 
all times to raise my voice in be- 
half of our splendid president, and 
do what I could to aid in winning 
ior him the twenty-four electoral 
votes of this state. 


"1 also promised to preach the 


gospel of good government 
for 


Ohio in every county of the state. 
At the command of the State Com- 
mittee I have been in a great 
many communities. They have 
had me making speeches in one 
day from Greenville on one side 
of the State to New Philadelphia 
(in the other. I have gotten up 
before daylight in the morning, 
and been on the move making 
speeches al regular intervals until 
midnight. 


"I have no complaint to make 


on this score. 
As long as God 


pives me the strength and nhility 
to do this, I would feel recreant 
in my duty not to raise my voice 
in its utmost power to sing 
the 


praise* of our wonderful Presi- 
dent for whom every mother in 
the land today is offering prayers 
of thankfulness. 


"I should, however, have liked 


to come into this county. I should 
have enjoyed visiting with you, 
and talking among you. Bat I 
have been unable to reach your 
county, among forty-three others. 
I am glad therefore to avail my- 
self of this opportunity of ad- 
dressing you by means of th? 
printed word. 


"When I decided again to be- 


come a candidate .for Governor I 
felt that in ' Ohio certain pro- 
gressive meaiures had been un- 
dertaken and put on their way, 
which after two years, of lapse 
and interference now needed to be 
moved forward again by friend- 
ly hands that understood what 
they meant. 
When four years 


ago I entered upon the duties of 
Governor of Ohio, I did so with 
the firm purpose and the solemn 
obligation to put into law the 
measures the people had said they 
desired when they adopted the 
new constitutional amendments 
We began by looking forward hi 
Ohio and ended by moving Ohio 
forward. 
It was inevitable • that 


the enactments would not be im- 
mediately ' 
understood. 
The 


ground was favorable for the till- 
ing by a demagogue, and in the 
campaign of 1914 certain charges 
were made which were not borne 
out in fact, and promises were 
given which were not intended to 
be kept, and which were not kept. 
So that now as the end of this 
campaign approaches there stands 
out above all things else, as at the 
campaign's beginning, the su- 
preme issue of state measures, of 
whether or not the people have a 
right to be dealt with honestly by 
those who seek their suffrage. 
I 


am impressed today, as I was six 
months ago, first, wi'h the irre- 
sponsibility of thought and word 
that seems to move the present 
head of our state government, 
and second, the importance of my 
mcasuring the exact meaning of 
every statement with reference to 


those in th« BUU Houae, became 
the administration ha. U«n Men 
an admitted failure, »nd the af- 
fairs of the oomrnonweilth have 
sunk to iueh low ebb, that even 
half the truth might be Mg«rd«-i 
by the conservative citiien u an 
exaggeration. 


"You have not been hearing 


very much thla year of the repe- 
tition of charges upon which, the 
campaign leemed to hinge two 
yean ago. Things were told you 
then which were not true, and you 
believed them. Candidate Willis 
taid there-wa« a deficit in the 
State Treasury of $4,800,000. As 
Governor he receipted to me for 
$11,670,491.30 in cash. By voice 
and with his "Little Red Book" 
he made charge of useless offices 
and commissions, saying they had 
been created by me, when as a 
matter of fact, most of them had 
come into affairs 
before Willis 


was in politics, and some of them 
even before he was bom. He said 
he would restore the outside of- 
fices to the State House and he has 
purchased an • eleven-story office 
building not large enough for all 
the offices, and paid for it with 
interest on the cash he said was 
not in the State Treasury. I am 
not criticising the purchase of this 
building, but I am criticising the 
bad faith and dishonesty that was 
practiced on the people. The pres- 
ent Governor as a candidate prom- 
ised elimination of offices, and 
has increased the pay roll for of- 
ficers, according to the State Au- 
ditor's report of money paid out, 
$575,000, a year. He promised m- 
crease under 
the compensation 


lawt and not only has that prom- 
ise been broken, but by inatten- 
tion and reaction assistance nan 
been lent to the Employers' Li- 
ability Insurance companies, who 
would destroy the law. I was 
condemned for having constructed 
what was termed a political ma- 
chine. If I had one, it certainly 
did not work out very well! But 
in the face of that charge the as- 
sailant has proceeded by spoils 
distribution of such magnitude 
never before seen in the State, 
to build up a machine of his own, 
which has seen use in three pre- 
liminary campaigns. 
You were 


promised economy in State gov- 
ernment, and in his first' fiscal 
year Willis expended $19,695,- 
902.33, which was a million and a 
quarter more than was spent in 
any year preceding him, and 
which was 
$519,801.89 
more 


than was 
received 
from all 


sources. These figures are taken 
from the State Auditor's report, 
and remember that the Auditor of 


the state is the official bookkeep- 
er of the »Ute. Governor Will's 
took over the State Treasury with 
$11,670,491.30 in It, and at tho 
end of hit first fiscal year had re- 
duced this surplus to $6,870,- 
423.»2. These figures are 
also 


being read to you from the of- 
ficial reports of the State Audi- 
tor and .the State Treasurer. You 
were pledged the 
election of 


asMUon, and then given a law 
which gave to hoards of revision 
arbitrary powers, under which 
taxes were raised without reason 
Slid without notice. 
Even now 


you an being told that my elec- 
tion means restoration of the ap- 
pointed assessors. I am still con- 
vinced of every principle by 
which I was actuated two years 
ago, but you are promised that thn 
Democratic 
legislature, 
when 


elected, will • take away the in- 
iquitous features of the present 
tax law, and will not disturb your 
right to elect your assessors in 
any way you see fit. And you 
know the Democrats in Ohio have 
a record of keeping their prom- 
ises. 


"Two years ago it was recog 


nized that Ohio had advanced iri 
every way. In the last two years 
the only advance has been in the 
cost of government. 


"Under 
our 
administration 


came the enactment of the Com- 
pulsory 
Workmen's 
Compensa- 


tion Law, which was so efficiently 
administered that in two'years it 
had gained the support not only 
of employees, but employers ns 
well. Attempts against it were 
made even under me, but every 
one of them was . succesfully re- 
sisted and overcome. We estab- 
lished the modem educational sys- 
tem, 
which gave to the boys and 


girls of the farm the opportuni- 
ties they deserved. 
Recognition 


was given to our mothers in the 
enactment of the Mothers' Pen- 
sion law. With this we gave the 
absolute guarantee to every mo- 
ther in Ohio that no matter what 
circumstances may befall her ill 
the tender youth of her children, 
she will not come to poverty, nor 
will her little ones be separated 
from her. We made nn effort to 
close the door of the dark days of 
old prison methods in the State, 
and there was -purchased the new 
penitentiary farm in 'Madison 
county; on which there has not 
been a single activity in two 
years. Under legislative enact- 
ment I sought out and brought in- 
to Ohio a successful financial ex- 
pert, under whose direction was 
worked out the first budget finan- 
cial system adopted by any state 


In America, and under this sys- 
tem in its first year we took away 
from the expenditures nearly a 
million dollars. In keeping with 
tho idea of economy and 
ef- 


ficiency which actuated the bud- 
get system, it was found that a

newspaper business for myself. So 
I know the handicaps 
under 


which the employe labors; I am 
jfamiliar with the obstacle* in hi* 


government. 


I will not take 
the time nor 


the space to recite the numerous 
beneflcient laws that were passed 
under the Cox administration. 
I 


must, however, remind you tha; 
especial attention was given 
to 


the efficient and benevolent plan 
in the care of the state's unfor- 
tunates under,the Board of Ad- 
ministration, which was estab 
lished by Governor Harmon. We 
permitted no political interfer- 
ence with this board. Its conduct 
was continued free 
from 
the 


hand of the spoilsman with sym- 
pathetic treatment from the exec- 
utive and legislative departments, 
until the present administration 
came into power. 


"And now in this personal ad- 


dress to you, may I'be pardoned 
for writing somewhat about m'y- 
self in that it may explain the 
spirit of our legislative policies. 
It may help to a better 
under- 


standing of our purposes, which 
will certainly account for the in- 
terest shown for certain legisla- 
tion when I was Governor. 


"First, I am engaged in busi- 


ness, and have been for many 
years. I am an employer of la- 
bor. 
I have built jip two reason- 


ably prosperous newspapers, with 
the assistance of my employees, 
many of whom have been with me 
since the beginning. I am inter- 
ested, like other business men, in 
the continued prosperity of 
thij 


state. The newspaper business, 
more than any other business, de- 
pends upon the prosperity of the 
people as a whole. 


'I could not, from even a self- 


ish Standpoint, desire such legisla- 
tion as would in any manner in- 
terfere with the general prosper- 
ity of the people of the entire 
state. I 
believe I understand 


ausinss methods, and while gov- 
ernor, business methods were em- 


-ay; 
&uu*r 
me uiscourage- 


ments which he meets. 


"I was aware of the status ot 


the average employe when I be- 
came governor. So it was natural 
that I should have desired legis- 
lation in the interest of the .em- 
ploye, while not crippling the em- 
ployer. I consider the work- 
men's compensation law as the 
very refinement of such legislation 
and am proud that my name is 
now connected with the enact- 
ment and the execution of the 
law as we now have it upon the 
statute books. 


"It was my good fortune, or 


misfortune, as you please—to be 
born poor. 
I knew from my 


youth the struggles of the mo- 
thers of this country; I was ac- 
quainted with the trials which 
they have to face. I was aware 
of the fact that often a few dol- 
lars might save a family from be- 
ing separated and the children 
sent to orphan asylums or to 
county institutions. 


"So again it was natural that I 


should have -a mothers' pension 
law—a 'measure that would en- 
able the courts of this state, after 
proper investigation, to 
make 


provision for the maintenance. of. 
worthy mothers who have child- 
ren dependent upon them. What- 
ever the political fates may have 
in store for me, I shall rejoice al- 
ways that I was once in position 
—as governor o£ the state—to aid 
in putting upon the statute books 
a law that is saving thousands of 
children from the deadening ef- 
fects of a public institution. 


"As a member of congress, and 


as an observer of the ways of 
politics, I observed the work of 
the lobbyist. So the first official 
act of our administration 
after 


reaching Columbus, was to insist 
upon an anti-lobby law, to prevent 
corrupt practices in legislative 
matters. The law was passed tho 
first daj' I was governor, and it 
provided that all lobbyists should 
•egister with the secretary 
of 


state, and give the names of the

prevented any attempt to bribe 
any member of the legislature.

"As a newspaperman I had had

stands at the head of all other 
states in the matter of a rural 
school system. When I went into 
the governor's 
office, 
it was

"During my 
administration 


there was a revaluation of all pub- 
lic utilities; a uniform accounting 
system by the utilities was inaug- 
urated. It was also provided 
that no injunction should • be 
issued against a rate order with- 
out investigation—this to prevent 
the utilities from obtaining an 
injunction and keeping it in tho 
courts indefinitely. 


"The budget system adopted 


for the state is still in use. 
We 


had T the 
budget commissioner 


itemize appropriations 
so that 


money appropriated for food, :for 
instance, could not be used for 
remodeling quarters for the ; of- 
ficers. Our budget system ia recog- 
nized by other progressive states, 
and the federal 
government Is 


considering its adoption. It fol- 
lows the line of the budgets miide 
by private 
corporations in run- 


ning their affairs. 


"It is said that 'Cox had too 


many laws passed.' 
I certainly 


was instrumental in having many 
of them passed. But with one or 
two exceptions they have 'not 
been repealed, and they will not 
be repealed. The present admin- 
istration may criticise the activ- 
ity of the past administration all 
it desires; but it does not offer to 
repeal the splendid laws which 
we enacted. The two laws that 
were repealed, in part, by the 
present administration were not 


Ihcy may easily be ascertained.! improved upon, as witness the 
The reformation of the state agri present trouble the administration 


thing from ray experience as a re- 
porter and publisher of the man- 
ner in which it was a common 
practice to operate penal institu- 
tions. So I decided to investigate 
further into the matter, and to 
ascertain if something could be 
done for the unfortunate people 
who are incarcerated in the pris- 
ons, and at the same time help the 
state in handling the many prob- 
lems pertaining to .the so-called 
criminal class. 


"After a thorough investigation 


the prison farm was purchased 
and plans were made for remov- 
ing the prisoners from'the old 
antiquated prison in Columbus! 
The prisoners were'to raise their 
own food supplies, together with 
food supplies for the other state 
institutions, at small cent to the 
state and at great saving. It is a 
matter of public record that noth- 
ing has been done during the 
present administration to wdr!: 
out the splendid program of pris- 
on reform which we began. 
"I was brought up oh * farm. 


My earliest recollections are of the 
soil and its cultivation. 
It wai 


not strange, therefore, that I 
should have understood many of 
the farmers problems and that I 
should have desired to do some- 
thing for the solving of these 
troubles—to promote agriculture. 
"I cannot here tell of the many 


laws passed under my administra- 
tion helpful to the farmer,

Tin- trio, along with Thomas 


Logwood, formed a riveting gang, 
but Logwood at the time of the 
ftrHdent, happened to be on an- 
other part of the work and did 
not share the fate of his 
fellow 


workers. 
Oakes, Sharkcy and 


Slim-row were on n scaffold three- 
miartcrs of the distance from the 
1'ank to the middle river pier. A 
•1-inrli by S-ineli support, Unown 
us a "'needle beam" broke and let 
the plank on which the men were 


standing, fall. They fell into four 
feet of water, the river being un- 
usually low at this time.

A crv of alarm was 
given as 


'the men fell and in a few seconds 
1 a number of fellow workers were 
busy in the water helpinj the men 
ashore. Bob Fisher, blacksmith, 
waded out and caught Slmrkey, 
who had .his arms clasped around 
a piece of the broken timber and 
was floating down stream. Oakcs 
and Sharrow were brought ashore 
in the "McClintic-Marshall Com- 
pany launch.

moned Daehler's ambulance, who 
removed Oakes and 
Sharkey to 


the hospital. Sharrow was taken 
to the hospital in Dr. York's ma- 
chine- At the hospital Dr. York 
assisted by Dr. AV.

made a hurried cxamvnntion of 
the men's injuries. 
Oakcs and 


Sharraw were more seriously in- 
jured than Sharkcy, who suffered 
only a sprained back. He will be 
out in a few days. Oakes had 
three ribs broken. One rib is 
pressing against the lung and an 
operation will probably he neces- 
sary. Shftirow had his right arm 
broken, right ankle sprained, and 
sustained numerous lacerations 
and bruises aibout the head and 
face. His head must have struck 
a timber in the fall or the rock 
bottom of the river, as his head is 


I badly swollen. It will be several 
days' before he will be able to 
open his eyes.
